She found that the program already had been worked 
out, that all she was supposed to do was to carry out the 
ideas of these other persons, and that these State Depart­ 
ment bureaucrats spoke a language she could not even 
understand! 
Of course, Mrs. Roosevelt didn't put the matter in 
exactly those words. Here is what she said: 
“To most of the regular State Department officials 
the Charter is a handbook which they know so well that 
they refer to chapters and sections by numbers. This, to 
someone who read it only once or twice and knows the 
subjects but not the details, is somewhat confusing. 
Confusing is right! Did she insist that the bureau­ 
crats speak in words that the delegates could understand) 
Oh, no! She obligingly set out to learn the bufeaucratic 
language. 
“Fortunately we had experts who went over every 
item of the agenda and proposed structure and answered 
any questions which were in our minds. So, day after 
day, I went to meetings, listened and questioned and then 
went back and read, until now I begin to feel I have a little 
background." 
The important point, of course, is that the 
little 
background Mrs. Roosevelt now claims is the carefully 
emphasized point of view of these mysterious experts. 
Who are the “experts” > 
Times without number, it has been charged that the 
State Department is staffed by “advanced thinkers, many 
of whom, so far as ideology is concerned, are almost frank­ 
ly Communistic. 
From the Dies Committee down to the recent Hurley 
episode, this accusation has been made again and again. 
Never has it been fully investigated. Various Secretaries 
of State have admitted one way or another that the tall 
of hired help wagged the dog of national policy. They 
have done nothing to correct the situation. 
Behind these career workers, whose origin and beliefs 
have so often been in question, is the prestige of one *>f 
the largest and much the most powerful branch of the 
Federal government, the over grown State Department. 
Behind them also is one of the biggest publicity staffs 
in Washington, with propaganda resources going far into 
the millions and vast power of direct and indirect censor- 


Many mysterious occurrences have come to light in 
the State Department—powerful lobby activities on the 
floor of Congress; more than once the “over ruling of 
official White House policies; signs of dangerous cross­ 
alliances with State Departments in other foreign lands 
beyond the supervisions of courts, Congress or even the 
President. 
, 
During the war there were instances ot secret aocu 
ments being taken unauthorized from the files and shown 
lo no-one-knows-whom. 
In some cases, “top secret" documents w e r e used as 
source material for ‘‘exclusive" magazine articles by these 
career men and for other commercial purposes. 
I hese 
cases have not been adequately investigated, nor have 
they been punished. 
The words of Mrs. Roosevelt may be taken as in 
direct confirmation of a scandalous and dangerous situa­ 
tion: that a cluster of obscure “public servants 
in the 
State Department are presuming to involve the American 
government in entangling foreign alliances which no one 
understands except themselves— if they do. 
The welfare of the United States and the future ot 
world peace are at stake. 
World War ill, national bankruptcy, and the commu­ 
nizing of the American form of government may be the 
fruits of m i s t a k e s which result from turning high author­ 
ity over to such small-fry. unanswerable to the American 
people.
